Coach  C.  L.  Albert,  and  each 
man  who  played  upon  the  team 
may  well  feel  proud  of  the  results 
of  the  most  successful  Jfoot-ball  sea- 
son in  the  history  of  the  school.  To 
defeat  Wyoming  Seminary  upon 
their  ow^n  field  is  glory  enough,  but 
this  was  merely  an  incident  in  their 
triumphant  march.

Bloomsburg  Normal  foot  ball  his- 
tory was  made  at  Kingston  Satur- 
day. 

Normal  vanquished  Wyoming  on 
their  own  stamping  grounds,  turn- 
ed the  trick  so  cleanly  that  there 
were  no  Wyoming  excuses  to  offer, 
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battered  down  the  Wyoming  war- 
riors, tore  their  line  to  shreds  and 
literally  wiped  up  the  earth  with 
them.  The  score  was  6-3  ;  the 
wonder  of  it  all  is,  that  the  score 
was  not  thrice  as  large. 

Two  factors  and  two  alone  kept 
the  local  eleven  from  rolling  up  an 
overwhelming  Score  ;  a  miserable 
field,  mudd}^  with  the  fall  of  a  re- 
cent snow,  and  Diamond's  punting 
far  superior  to  that  of  Miles.  Time 
and  time  again  Normal  worked  the 
ball  down  the  field  to  within  strik- 
ing distance  of  the  Wyoming  goal 
when  the  treacherous  field  would 
be  largely  responsible  for  a  fumble 
that  shattered  the  scoring  chances. 
Normal  was  the  aggressor  three 
quarters  of  the  time,  only  to  lose 
the  ball  when  within  easy  touch  of 
the  goal.  A  first  down  or  two  was 
usually  the  extent  of  Wyoming's 
efforts  and  then  Diamond's  sure  toe 
would  put  the  sphere  out  of  danger 
for  the  time  being,  the  gains  being 
increased  by  Normal's  failure  to 
handle  punts  cleanly.  But  even 
with  this  handicap  Normal  was  not 
to  be  denied  ;  their  irresistble  bat- 
tery riddled  the  Wyoming  line. 
Time  and  time  again  Normal's 
backfield  broke  through  Wyoming's 
secondary  line  of  defense;  time  and 
time  again  Miles,  Dennis,  Knittle 
and  Harrison  ripped  off  gains  of  20 
yards.  The  spectacular  part  of 
the  game  was  all  furnished  by  Nor- 
mal. And  in  the  second  quarter, 
one  of  the  few  successful  forward 
passes  of  the  game,  Dennis  to  Leidy, 


put  the  ball  directly  in  front  of 
Wyoming  goal,  over  which  Keiser 
plunged  the  next  play,  with  Knit- 
tle kicking  the  goal.  That  play,  as  . 
it  developed,  decided  the  game. 
Once  only  was  Wyoming  danger- 
ous and  that  was  when  penalties 
inflicted  upon  Normal  placed  Wy- 
oming within  15  yards  of  their  goal.  ' 
Realizing  an  attack  on  Normal's 
stonewall  defense  was  futile,  Cross 
made  his  second  attempt  at  a  field 
goal  and  it  was  good  by  inches. 
After  that  Wyoming  was  on  the 
defensive  throughout  practically  the 
entire  game. 

GREAT  NORMAL  CROWD 

It  was  a  rattling  Normal  contin-^ 
gent  that  was  on  hand  to  root  for 
the  team.  A  hundred  and  sixty  ■ 
gold  and  maroon  bedecked  rooters 
accompanied  the  team  from  Blooms- 
burg  on  a  special  train  and  at  Kings-  ■ 
ton  they  were  joined  by  hundreds 
more.  On  the  east  stand  they  bank- 
ed, hundreds  strong,  with  the  ma- 
roon and  gold  of  Old  Normal 
flaunting  more  defiantly  than  ever 
before  on  a  Wyoming  field.  It  was 
a  team  with  confidence;  it  was  a 
crowd  even  more  confident.  But 
all  this  confidence  was  not  confined 
to  the  east  stands  for  over  on  the 
other  side  of  the  field  the  alumni 
and  students  of  Old  Wyoming, 
stimulated  by  the  music  of  Alex- 
ander's band,  rooted  for  the  glory 
of  their  alma  mater. 

From  the  first  few  moments  of 
play,  Normal's  superiority  was  de- 
monstrated, as  they  held  Wyoming 
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and  then  tore  Wyoming's  line  to 
shreds.  It  was  a  joyous  day  for 
Old  Normal  and  cheers  and  songs 
were  sent  defiantly  across  the  field 
in  one  continuous  roar,  with  the 
answering  cheers  of  the  Blue  and 
White  thundering  back,  at  first 
confidently,  then  hopefully  and  at 
last  hopelessly. 

But  it  was  a  game  fight  that 
Wyoming  made,  and  players  and 
rooters  accepted  the  bitter  cup  of 
defeat  with  the  general  expression 
of  opinion  that  the  better  team  had 
won.  And  by  so  doing  Normal  has 
placed  their  string  of  victories 
against  Wyoming  at  four,  with  five 
defeats  and  two  tie  games.  Is  it 
any  wonder  there  is  rivalry  between 
the  teams  ? 

SCENES  BETWEEN  THE  HALVES 

Normal  enthusiasm  broke  loose 
between  the  halves  and  for  the  first 
time  the  Wyoming  students  were 
forced  to  sit  sadly  by  and  see  the 
Normal  snake  dance  executed  on 
their  own  field.  Hundreds  paraded 
the  field  and  the  strains  of  "Nor- 
mal, My  Normal"  echoed  and  re- 
echoed across  the  field  of  battle.

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College  Opportunities 
for  Normal  Graduates 


It  has  long  been  a  source  of  re- 
gret to  the  many  college  men  con- 
nected with  the  teaching  force  of 
the  various  Normal  Schools  of  the 
state  that  the  Normal  Schools  and 
the  many  colleges  of  the  state  have 
failed  to  properly  co-operate. 

The  increasing  number  of  those- 
holding  Normal  diplomas  who  have 
taken  up  college  courses,  and  the 
earnest  and  excellent  work  of  the 
Normal  graduates  in  the  various 
colleges,  have  produced  a  marked 
change  in  the  attitude  of  college 
authorities  of  late,  and  now  many 
colleges  are  affording  special  oppor- 
tunities for  such  students.  The 
great  university  of  our  state  has 
been  among  the  first  to  so  arrange 
its' regular  and  summer  courses  as 
to  provide  additional  educational 
opportunities  for  this  class  of  stu- 
dents. The  work  of  the  Normal 
Schools  is  now  fully  recognized,  so 
far  as  it  bears  upon  regular  college 
work,  and  Normal  graduates  may 
now  obtain  college  degrees  with 
less  than  four  years'  college  resi- 
dence by  taking  proper  advantage 


of  the  summer  courses  offered. 

Many  courses  are  also  provided 
by  the  University  of  special  inter- 
est and  advantage  to  teachers  who 
do  not  intend  to  complete  a  regular 
college  course. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania 
is  this  year  providing  courses  of 
such  a  character  as  to  make  closer 
than  ever  before  its  co-operation 
with  the  Normal  Schools  of  the 
state  in  providing  advanced  profes- 
sional training  for  teachers,  prin- 
cipals and  supervisors.  Normal 
School  graduates  wishing  to  earn  a 
college  degree  are  given  credit  by 
the  University  for  such  work  as 
they  have  satisfactorily  completed 
in  the  Normal  School  of  college 
grade,  and  are  often  able,  by  sup- 
plementing several  terms  of  Sum- 
mer School  work  by  one  year  in 
regular  residence  at  the  University 
or  attendance  upon  the  College 
Courses  for  Teachers,  to  complete 
the  college  course  in  four  or  five 
years. 

This  co-operation  between  the 
Normal  Schools  and  colleges  can 
not  fail  to  be  of  great  mutual  bene- 
fit.

The  wireless  telegraph  station 
mentioned  in  our  last  issue  is  now 
in  regular  operation.  Communica- 
tion is  regularly  maintained  with 
various  local  stations  and,  as  soon 
as  certain  adjustments  of  the  send- 
ing apparatus  now  in  progress  are 
completed,  long  distance  work  will 
be  attempted.  The  receiving  in- 
struments have  already  given  much 
better  results  than  were  expected 
from  the  disadvantageous  location 
of  the  school  in  the  very  heart  of 
the  Pennsylvania  mountains,  and 
messages  are  frequently  intercepted 
from  various  Atlantic  coast  sta- 
tions, the  commercial  station  at 
Cape  Cod,  nearly  300  miles  distant 
being  clearly  heard  on  many  occa- 
sions. 

The  instruments  have  been  in- 
stalled in  class-room  Iy-4  in  the 
main  building,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
install  additional  instruments  in  the 
Physical  Laborator}^  to  give  the 
students  of  the  Ph3^sics  depart- 
ment opportunity  for  practical  work 
in  this  branch  of  electrical  science. 

Much  interest  in  the  station  has 
been  aroused  locally  and  a  number 
of  students  and  citizens  have  in- 
stalled short  distance  stations  in  the 
town,  and  have  the  advantage  of 
practice  with  the  Normal  School 
station.  It  is  expected  that  this 
interest  will  extend  to  some  of  the 
neighboring  towns,  as  short  dist- 
ance equipments  may  be  easily  con- 
structed and  will  afford  much  pleas- 


ure and  profit  to  their  owners. 

Those  in  charge  of  this  station 
are  pleased  to  demonstrate  the  ap- 
paratus to  those  interested  and  to 
give  any  information  that  may  be 
desired  concerning  the  establish- 
ment of  inexpensive  stations  to  get 
into  communication  with  it.

BASKET  BALL  SEASON. 

With  the  Kutztown  Normal  game 
at  Kutztown  Mar.  4,  the  Normal 
basket  ball  team  closed  a  strenuous 
season  with  a  record  of  six  victor- 
ies and  seven  defeats.

The  funeral  will  take  place  from 
her  late  residence,  418  South  Frank- 
lin street,  on  Thursday  afternoon  at 
2:30,  and  will  be  private.  Inter- 
ment will  be  in  the  Wood  plot  at 
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HoUenback  Cemetery.
